This thirty first in the series of annual reports submitted to 
the people of Groton presents tabulations for the calendar year 
1966. In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of assist- 
ance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and 
physician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in 
Nursing Home Care, are assessed against the town of settlement 
of the recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by 
your community during the past year for each of these types of 
care were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $401.76 
Hospitalization Services $ 
Physician Services $154.20 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the 
care of Committed Children are borne equally by the local and 
state agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the 
former amounted to $110.16 and for the latter $.... for the year 
just closed. 


During 1966 assistance was granted to 6 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. 
Direct money payments to these persons were financed entirely 
out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs financed 
from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Services, Medical Aid for the Aged, and Medical Assistance. 
While no town-by-town records are compiled for these categories, 
their benefits were available to all qualified residents.

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FEDERAL FUNDS 


Again this year Groton received its share of federal funds 
and under Title I was able to provide for the continuance of the 
elementary remedial reading program, the setting up of a guid- 
ance program and, in addition, the introduction of a course in the 
grades called Art-Science. Benefits from these programs are al- 
ready noticeable. 


Without question we shall all see more federal funds and 
more state funds supporting our educational programs in the fu- 
ture. The acceptance of these funds, however, will undoubtedly 
bring more and more supervision of the educational program, 
which is more or less to be expected. As these programs come 
into being, new standards come into being also. We can expect 
increasing demands for higher standards in all of our educational 
institutions. | 


CONCLUSIONS 


In 1964 when the State of Vermont set up a three year period 
during which all communities were to have an opportunity to 
meet minimum standards for their high schools, few people were 
aware of the fact that if these standards were not met by June 30, 
1967, many schools would be placed on the unapproved list of high 
schools. Any high school that is not approved cannot accept 
tuition pupils from other communities and graduates cannot be. 
recognized for college entrance. Groton’s entrance into the Union 
District #21 compact which was supposed to build a new region- 
al high school apparently had solved the problem for them, but the 
present situation leaves the State Board of Education with little 
choice but to place Groton High School on the unapproved list, 
which in effect virtually closes the school for all practical pur- 
poses. It could mean in the last analysis the loss of state aid and 
this event could prove disastrous. In all probability the voters 
of Groton will be facing the question of sending their high school 
students to other communities on a tuition basis or going on record 
advcating the building originally planned by Union District 

2I. . 


Let us also be aware that the State of Vermont is now working 
vigorously on setting up minimum standards for elementary 
schools. Within a short period of time each Vermont community 
will be faced wtih the problem of providing better education on 
the elementary level just as they are now faced with the high 
school problem. 
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There has been some discussion as to whether Groton should 
attempt to build its own elementary school in addition to sending 
its high school pupils out on tuition. I would seriously doubt that 
the State Board of Education would provide state aid for con- 
struction of a building other than the regional school which would 
provide for all of the special services now recognized as an es- 
sential part of any school program. It appears that the time has 
come for the building of a consolidated school for grades K-8 or 
K-12 as was originally proposed.

The inhabitants of the Town of Groton, who are legal vot- 
ers in Town Meeting, are hereby notified and warned to meet at 
the Community Hall in Groton Village on Tuesday, March 7, 1967 
at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following articles, to 
wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a moderator for the ensuing year.
